EXECUTIVE DIRECTOR REPORT

Interim Director Strobert welcomed Commissioner Tran to the Commission. She gave an update
on case closures under the federal contracts with the Equal Employment Opportunity
Commission (EEOC) and the U.S. Housing & Urban Development (HUD). HUD’s case closure
contract ends at the end of the state fiscal year in June 2022, and around 140 cases were closed
this year. EEOC’s contract ends at the end of the federal fiscal year in September 2022.




The agency is currently in the process of recruiting for a
new Clerk of the Commission. One of the agency’s Customer Service Specialist 2s, Quinn Snow,
resigned from their position to accept a promotional opportunity. They will be missed.
